He was, however, a member 
In 189 3, when it was repealed, and. as 
the record of the bouse clearly shows, 
Mr. Deneen voted for its repeal. 
On 
this point there can be no question. 
The impression sought to be con­ 
vey ed by this Democratic document 
is that Mr. Deneen really did not want 
the Edw ards law repealed and that 
the effect of one of the amendments 
for which he voted was to k eep a por­ 
tion of the act in force. 
As a m atter 
of fact, the only votes on the subject 
other than ids vote to repeal the act 
were votes tfmt were aimed to permit 
debate of the proposed amendment« . 
On the merits of the controversy Mr. 
Deneen voted in favor of the repeal of 
the law. 
However, he is a man who 
favors a full discussion on all sides 
of all questions in which the welfare 
of the people of the state Is concerned.

To go into the whole history of the 
Edw ards school law and its 
repeal 
would call for loneer citations from 
the proceedings of the legislature than
